THE CALIFORNIA LOTTERY.

Incldents of the Drawing—Exoltlng Sceneos—
Denbt About 1he Capltnl Price,

The San Francisco Bullelin of the 15t inst. has
the following, which we condenge from o long
report:—

Before 925 A, M., the honr of opening the
drawing, nearly every seal o the room and gal-
leries was occupled.

At tlme above mentioned, R. B. 8wain ad-
vanced to the front railing of the platform and
nddregsed the andience, explaining the muanuner
of muking the drawing, which we have already
deecribed in the Bulletin, He named the geu-
tlemen who witnessed the nct ol placing the
tickets and prizes In the wheels, le said one
al the blind children would draw a ticket from
the wheel, and Messrs. Smiley and Hickox
would approach, read the drawn nuamber and
announce it to the audience. The prize wounld
then be drawn from the other wheel by another
blind child, usealed by ancther member of the
committee, and announced to the marker and
audience. It would then be placed in a tronk
in the custody of the commitiee, and which will
be senled and kept inviolate. Iis remarks were
recelved with frequent demonstrations of ap-
plause by the audience.

Having given his explanation, Mr. Swain said
the managers wounld retire and act as mere spec-
tatore of the drawing.

At the conclusion of his remarks the blind
children were led to the front of the platform
by Professor Wilkinson, who sald that in ac-
cordance with an invitation he had brought
twelve of them from the lnstitution to make the
drawlpg, He then retired, leaving a lttle girl
at iI.tu: wheel of tickets and a boy at the wheel of

rizes,

; There was a breathless sgllence as she drew
forth the first number, 11,011, and it coutinued
(ill the prize was drawn and aonounced, §10,000,
when there was & general burst of applause
from all parts of the bullding. The first ticket
was drawn at 35 minutes past 9 A. M.

The gecond ticket drew a prize of $1000.

The third of the drawing drew $100. When
this prize was announced there was a general
shout of laughter from the audience, and cries
of “Where Is he? Where is the lucky man?"
The next numbers drew small prizes.

The fifteenth tieket drew a prize of $17,000,
the anpouncement of which created mueh ex-
citement, people belng generally inclined to
lnugh at the small prizes.

At 11 A, M. the hall was filled to the platform
and back to the Powell gtreet end of the bLuild-
Ing. At tbhat'hour thirty prizes had been drawn,
showing that the operation of drawing a ticket
and the prize occupled about one minute.

AL 10°%0 tbe drawing was stopped for a space
of aboul five minutes, during which time both
wheels were rapidly revolved—1 IT&rim having
been drawn, sgﬁgaunz §54,700, belng an
average of more Lthan 1000 to each number,

After intermission, the drawing opened with
an 15,000 prize. The winner of this was a
man, apparently a German, but who was too ex-
cited to tell bis name. He turned deathly pale,
and those nearest bim thought he woul({ faint
away, but he sdon recovered his compogure and
retired,

At the 200th drawiog, number 154,077 was
called and drew the prize of $100,000. There
was a tremeudous storm of applause, which was
redoubled when sn old grey-halred woman was
presented in the gallery ss the person who was
entitled to the prize. When a man yelled it
was concluded that he had won a prize; wheu
apother put his band on the top of & woman's
head is front of blm and leaped clean over her
with a scream 11ko an Apache, there was a sus-
picion in the minds of sane people that he had
a wiopning ticket or conpen. When another
man turned pale as & ghost and forgot his name,
it ru correclly surmised that he had waken a
prize, )

As to the $50,000 prize, various reporis were
circulated, and among them one that it had been
won by a negro woman.

At the time of the writing of this report there
was still a question as to who won the $100,000
prize. The old lady who is mentioned above,
and who Is about uurlty years of age —certaloly
old enough to tell the truth—declared from the
&lniorm that she had no ticket in the concern.

The French Viciery at Orleans.

Touns, Nov. 1l.—A despateh (rom General
IV'Anrelles de Paludines, commander of the army
of the Loire, was received by tha Minister of
War, last evening, and has just becn given to
the pubilie. It ig as follows: —

We bave taken possession of the city of Or-
leana after a fight which lasted two days. Ouar
aggregate losses in killed and wounded do mnot
reach two thousand, while those of the enemy

are much larger. We have made more than
one thousand prisoners thus far, and
are continually adding to them as we

follow up the fleeing cnemy. Among the pro-
perty captured are two cannon of Prussian
model, twenty ammunition wagons, and a great
pumber of vans and provision wagzons. The
hottest of the fight took place around Counlmier

on Wednesday, November . Not-
withetanding the bad weather, and other
unfavorable clrenmstances, the claon  dis

played by the troops was remarkable,

(General de Paladives, on oceupylog the eity,
{ssued the following cor gratulatory order to the
officers and soldiers of the Army of the Loire:—

The action of yesterday was a glorions
one for our army; aevery position of
the e¢nemy  was vigorously carried

and the enemy himself is no  retreating. I have
informed the Govermwent ** your conduct, and
am ivstructed to return © you their thanks for
vour victory amid the d.svsterslo which Francels
plunged. Her eves areé upon you, and she
counts upon your courage. Let us all make
every effort in order that this hope may not be
mistaken.
